Washington. Jipie 24.—Anti-free sugar 


democrats got together in the senate 
caucus today and agreed to support 
amendment by 
Senator 
Shafroth 
to 


eliminate the provision for free sugar 
in 191fi. and substitute a duty of ap- 
proximately one half cent a pound after 
that time on refined sugar. 


The Shafroth amendment accepts the 


duties propsed in the Underwood bill 
upon sugars for the next three years, in- 
cluding a rate on refined sugar in IPIfi. of 
approximately one cent a pound. Louisi- 
ana senators and those from beet sugar 
states are making no fight to change 
those rates but are urging their coi- 
lengues to abandon free sugar for a fur- 
ther fifty per cent, reduction in 1916. It 
the amendment is voted down, the anti- 
fre sugar senators will have other al- 
ternatives to propose.

It was estimated that 8.QOO 
workers were on strike in Cincinnati, 
and 3.000 more in Mount Healther and 
Rending, suburbs, and in Newport «nd 
Covington, Ky., across the river from 
Cincinnati. 


John Ricsenberger, business manager 


of the local union of Garment Workers, 
still insists that, the issuance of ihe 
strike order was unconstitutional and 
illegal, but the workers declare that 
they have received a telegram from 
Thomas Rickart, international president, 
sanctioning the calling of the strike, and 
urging the men and women to stand 
firm until their demands are granted.

[Albert E. Melehing in withdrawing from the race for the 
Semocratic mayoralty nomination with the declaration 
lhat he believes partisan politics should he eliminated in 
municipal affairs illustrates the growing conviction which 
ihat idea is obtaining in the public mind. Mr. Melching's 
fcfforts in his own behalf thus far have given him oppor- 
tunity to judge in something like accurate degree the 
'drift toward non-partisanism in city affairs. 
He has 


'Bounded the feeling of the people on the proposition. 
The logic of the movement is so clear and sane that its 
correctness will scarcely be denied by any save those who 
hope to have personal interests served by the perpetua- 
tion of the party organization in city affairs or by those 
who subscribe to the belief that since a thing has always 
been thus and so, it is right. The sole question which 
might legitimately arise, is as to whether the time is ripe 
for the change, and the sweeping inovement^for non-parti- 
pan rule in American cities ought to be conclusive answer 
to that question. 


Mr. Melehing has been a lifelong democrat, and he 


is not by this action yielding one whit of his political 
faith in any situation where a question of national party 
policy is involved. He has simply arrived at the conclu- 
sion reached by so many before him that citizenship 
comes before party politics; that the government of a 
city owes nothing whatever to any political organization, 
and that in any close alliance between the city and the 
party machine, the city is going to get the worst of the 
deal. Very naturally, the withdrawal of Mr. Melehing will 
occasion some degree of consternation among those who 
play the game of politics, but we believe the principle oi 
citizenship rather than partisanism in city affairs enun- 
ciated in his action is one which will meet with very gen- 
eral endorsement from the masses of the people. 


Nor is it fair to question the? motives which inspired it 


Mr. Melehing is a man of character and standing 
Whether he or some other man be finally chosen as an in- 
dependent nominee for. mayor, or whether there be an in- 
dependent ticket at all in this campaign is quite beside the 
question at this time. His action is merely a reflection of 
the plain determination of the people to have more gooc 
government and less partisan politics in city affairs.

The man who made this statement was 


vigorously protesting against the passage 
of the equal suffrage bill in the Illinois 
legislature on the day it passed. He WUR 
Lee O'Ncil Browne, one of the men who 
"put over" Lorimer. 
Praise from him 


was indeed praise from Caesar. And the 
four women who had furnished the brains 
for this brainiest of lobbies sat in the 
gallery and smiled. Browne made one 
of them smile again when, in the course 
of his speech he said that part of his 
prejudice against the bill was due to 
heredity. 


The lady who. smiled the second time 


was Mrs. Joseph Mcdill McCorroick, the 
daughter of the late 
Senator 
Mark 


Hanno. Beside her in the galleries were 
Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, president o( 
the Equal Suffrage league of Illinois; 
Mrs. Elizabeth K. Booth, chairman of 
that organization's legislative commit- 
tee, and Mrs. Antoinette Funk, who de- 
scribed herself as "merely a. soldier of 
the ranks." 


This quartet constituted the lobby that 


caused Browne to marvel, and the "way 
in which they worked their bill through 
the legislature is not only a credit to 
them, but Mrs. McCormick thinks, to the 
brains and passion for organization of 
her father. For it was an adaptation of 
the Hanna methods to .the Illinois situa- 
tion that was a great factor in the final 
outcome. 


The famous card index system Hanna 


introduced to national politics was used 
by Mrs. Trout and Mrs. McCormick and 
their associates. 
Long an ardent suf- 


fragist Mrs. Trout combined her great 
knowledge of the cause with Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick's ability as a campaign execu- 
tive and with Mrs. Funk and Mrs. Booth 
these two women planned a systematic 
campaign.that juet simply had to bring 
resulta. 


Ther probably never was such a busi- 


nesslike campaign conducted blf ^ lobby. 
Knowing they were eternally right the 
devoted women attacked the proposition 
in an earnest manner. Their bill was 
introduced in the legislature last Feb- 
ruary and soon passed the senate. For 
fifty years a suffrage bill had been in- 
troduced and promptly passed by one ot 
the houses to fail in the other. Wlmn 
the first house had passed it this year 
the lobby went to work. 
Every mem- 


ber of the legislature was investigated. 


Every single word he had spoken on the 
suffrage question and every letter he hac 
written in connection with other public 
questions was examined. A good idea o! 
this habit of thought being secured an< 
carefully indexed, the women then vis 
ited the legislators personally- 
Thej 


talked, "business" every minute, of tho 
time. 
They met every argument ad 


vanced against their cause; they ex 
plained every detail of their plans. The} 
were on the floor of the house every da} 
during the session. 
A perfect systen 


was followed and the result was—vie 
tory. 


Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout has been 


spoken of as the ideal type of suffragist 
An accomplished woman, the mother o 
three boys who have every care and at 
tention it is possible for a. mother to give 
she has all her life taken a deep inter 
cst in public questions. A native of Iowa 
nhc is a graduate of an Iowa college an< 
was trained especially for public speak 
ing.

West Virginia situation.

Sen- 
ators believe they have power to do this, 
but since reconstruction days, when the 
federal government, after the civil war,

THEN OUT 


Woodchuck Bounty in Mar- 


shall County Has Been 


Rescinded. 


PARALYZED INDUSTRY 


Plymouth. Ind., June 2R.—The wood- 


chuck industry has received an awful 
backset. 
The county council has not 


only refused to pay bills authorized by 
the board of county commisuioners for 
about $2,500 
for bounties 
for wood- 


chuck scalps already delivered and for 
which certificates to the commissioners 
have been presented, but they refuse to 
make any appropriation in the future 
for the scalps of any bird or beast. 


Thus has come to a sudden ending a 


business that was theatetung to super- 
cede farming as an industry. 


The council's action is not likely to be 


agreeable news to those who held certi- 
ficates from the auditor to the commis- 
sioners for twenty-five hundred scalps, 
calling for twenty-five hundred dollars. 
The board offered the bounty in good 
faith, and the hunters did their part in 
good faith 
also, 
believing 
that the 


bounty offered would be paid. 


The county council seemed to be of 


the opinion that the commissioners had 
taken a large 
responsibility on their 


own account; that they were not justi- 
fied in offering so generous a bounty, 
and so they just declined to make any 
appropriation. 


The commissioners had hoped to get a 


still greater appropriation and their pur- 
pose was to exterminate the woodchuck 
from this county. They hoped to con- 
tinue the one-dollar bounty and reck- 
oned that it would take a total of $5,- 
DOO to rid the county effectually of the 
little marauders. 
Thoy held that it 


would not be wise to stop with only a 
part killed off, as they would multiply 
again, whereas, if 
they were exterm- 


nated the county \vould be effectually 
rid of the pests. 


The statute says that the commission- 


ers may 
offer 
$2 bounty for 
each 


groundhog scalp, and the board, in tak- 
ing the matter up, cut. the maximum 
price right in two, and 
offered $1, 


which they thought was a conservative 
figure. But the commissioners did not 
realize what an extensive community of 
these quadrupeds 
had 
burroughed in 


:heir underground holes all over this 
county, and when thoy found what a 
great business was developing they met 
in special session nnd reduced the bounty 
to 15 cents on account of lack of suffi- 
cient appropriation. 


The work at the auditor's office has 


seen immense and Auditor McCoy put in 
additional help. 
The auditor was right 


in tho heart of making his .Tune settle- 
ment and had to lay that aside. But it 
is safe to say there will be no more 
scalps brought in and the auditor, will 
DC given a chance' to bring up his be- 
lated work. 


It has' been suggested thnt the county 


council may at its September meeting 
:lecide to allow pay for these bills thnt 
liave been already filed.
